I saw abuse at unit, 
says ‘whistleblower’ 


A HAVERHILL woman claims she 
was forced to quit her job after 
making allegations that a coll¬ 
eague verbally abused vulnerable 
adults. 

Krystal Robinson worked at the 
town’s Community Resource Unit, in 
Reeds Lane, for almost five years but 
said she resigned after her manager’s 
bullying and harassment led her to 
have to take sick leave. 

Miss Robinson told an employment tribunal 
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at Bury St Edmunds on Tuesday that after 
going on maternity leave, she never returned 
to her job as a day care officer because the 
situation had become too stressful. 

The tribunal is considering claims of 
constructive unfair dismissal and detriment 
caused by exercising a public interest 
disclosure, better known as whistleblowing. 

Miss Robinson said throughout her career 
at the centre she had always sought to be 
supportive to customers and to deal with them 


sensitively. But she told the three-member 
tribunal panel that she had been shocked by 
the actions of colleague Peter Eves, who she 
alleged had sworn at, and been verbally 
abusive towards, vulnerable adults in their 
care. The allegation has been denied. 

Miss Robinson said she had reported her 
concerns to her manager Sally Rodwell in 
confidence but later found that the entire staff 
of the unit knew the details of what she had 
said, including Mr Eves. 

She claimed that amounted to a serious 
breach of trust which led to her suffering 
stress and emotional strain.

Bad summer kills The Fox 


A GASTRO pub described as its 
owner’s “best restaurant” clos¬ 
ed its doors this week, less than 
a year after opening. 

The Fox was established in the 
former Rising Sun pub at Little Wrat- 
ting after a £500,000 refurbishment by 
Spice Inns, which runs several succ¬ 
essful up-market restaurants else¬ 
where. 

All 10 staff members at The Fox will 
lose their jobs, but some are being 
offered work at the group’s other 
restaurants. 

Barry Hilton, founder of Spice Inns, 
said there was already interest from 
other parties to take over the lease on 
the premises. He believed it offered a 
great opportunity for someone to make 
a success of the business. 

He said: “We are sorry it has closed - 
in my opinion it was our best restaur- 
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ant. We had taken a while to build up 
the critical mass and hoped if we had a 
good summer it would get to a comm¬ 
ercial level to sustain the high over¬ 
heads. The summer was appalling 
because of the weather and our board 
of directors took the decision they 
were not prepared to carry on 
investing in the site.” 

He added: “The site has fantastic 
potential when the houses are built 
across the road. We are in negotiation 
with someone at the moment who is a 
family operator and hopefully they will 
be able to make a better commercial 
success of it. 

“We achieved a good reputation for 
good food, but we never the critical 
mass that we needed.”

THE partner of a Haverhill man 
who killed himself by swallowing 
deadly cyanide had begged hospital 
staff to commit him under the 
Mental Health Act, an inquest heard. 

James Goodall, 33, had taken overdoses on 
three previous occasions before he took the 
fatal dose that caused his death at his 
Recreation Road home in January 

Dr Peter Dean, Greater Suffolk coroner, 
recorded a verdict that Mr Goodall had taken 
his own life while the balance of his mind 
was disturbed, at an inquest in Bury St 
Edmunds on Wednesday 

Dr Dean commended two police officers 
and a paramedic who continued their efforts 
to resuscitate Mr Goodall even after they 
realised he had taken the highly lethal 
substance which can cause death in fume, 
vapour or liquid form. 

Dr Dean said: “I wish to commend 
publicly the actions of Pc Richard Aldroyd 
and Pc Stuart Cirket and the paramedics, 
who did everything they could to assist 
James in very dangerous circumstances. 

“Once they were aware that James may 
well have taken cyanide they continued 
despite the threat to their own safety. The 
officers acted in an exemplary manner in 
these tragic circumstances.” 

Lorna Ellington, partner of Mr Goodall for 
nine years and mother of his two children, 
told the inquest he had been diagnosed as 
having a borderline personality disorder. He 
was told he needed psychotherapy, but that 
none was available. 

Mr Goodall had threatened both her and 
his children with violence, and she had 
begged for him to be committed to 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital in Cambridge after 
previous overdoses. 

She said: “He was desperate for help and 
the paramedic at the hospital believed he was 
a danger to himself and others. 

“I feel the system let him down very badly I 
don’t want to blame anybody, I just want to 
stop anyone else having to go through what 
we are going through. 

“I did not feel the duty of care was there, 
we were not pointed in the right direction. I 
feel because of his mental health problems he 
was not capable of seeking out that help, he 
should have been referred.” 

The inquest heard that Mr Goodall had 
suffered from long term mental health 
problems from adolescence, increased by 
bouts of binge drinking and cannabis use. He 
spent three years in the Army and was 
affected by things he had seen during the first 
Iraq war. 

Dr Timothy Webb, medical director of 
Suffolk Mental Health Trust, said help had 
been offered to Mr Goodall, but he had not felt 
able to engage with it. 

He added that psychotherapy might not 
have changed the outcome and admitted that 
of the between 10,000-12,000 people in West 
Suffolk currently in need of psychotherapy 
treatment, only 500 a year would receive it.

She said: “I felt that I had been 
victimised for advocating my 
rights as an employee. All I had 
done was report my concerns 
about abuse being directed 
towards vulnerable adults,” said 
Miss Robinson, who is six months 
pregnant with her second child. 

Miss Robinson said she was 
given conflicting instructions 
about where she should be work¬ 
ing, left out of staff discussions 


and suffered from a general lack of 
communication. 

During her maternity leave she 
had felt isolated because of a total 
lack of contact from her manager, 
and during a meeting in her own 
home had been subjected to 
unfounded allegations. One 
member of staff had made untrue 
claims that she had been involved 
in drug taking. 

The problems only started after 
she voiced her concerns, said Miss 


Robinson. After deciding she could 
not return straight after her 
maternity leave she was signed off 
sick for more than three months 
by her GP with stress and dep¬ 
ression. She then decided to quit. 

Despite having not been form¬ 
ally dismissed, Miss Robinson 
alleged that the circumstances 
leading up to her departure 
amounted to constructive unfair 
dismissal. 

Suffolk County Council has 


strongly denied Miss Robinson’s 
claims and alleged that her claim 
involving Public Interest Dis¬ 
closure was lodged with the 
tribunal service outside of the 
statutory time limit. 

The council said the disclosure 
made by Miss Robinson was not 
one protected by law and has 
denied that doing so had exposed 
her to any detriment. 

The tribunal will resume next 
month.

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Spoon helps catch 
pie-loving burglar 


A SWEET-TOOTHED burglar has ended 
up in prison after illicit snacks he ate 
while he made his raids helped link him 
to the crimes. 

Police found traces of thief Michael Longden’s 
DNA on a spoon that he had used to eat a lemon 
meringue pie during the break-in at a hotel. 

Ipswich Crown Court heard last week that 
further incriminating DNA was found at the 
scene of a second burglary, at a house, which 
linked Longden to that offence too. 

After pleading guilty to two counts of burglary 
and asking for a third offence of entering a house 
with intent to steal to be taken into consideration, 
the 28-year-old from Ickleton Place, Haverhill, was 
jailed for a total of 15 months. 

Prosecutor Ian Pells said that on April 17, a 
German student holidaying in Bury St Edmunds 
had woken during the early hours of the morning 
to find that his room at the town’s Regency Hotel 
had been burgled. 

A check carried out by the hotel manager 
revealed that an attempt had also been made to 
break into the hotel bar and that food, including 
the meringue pie which helped to link Longden to 
the incident, had been consumed. 

Two spoons were forensically examined by the 
police and one was found to carry traces of 
Longden’s DNA. 

Mr Pells said that at 3am on April 19 an 
American serviceman at a house in College 
Street, Bury St Edmunds, was woken by the sound 
of someone moving about inside the property and 
went to investigate. He shouted out and then 
heard what appeared to be someone fleeing the 
house. 

Downstairs he found that a wallet containing 
credit cards and US dollars had been stolen and 
that the intruder had been in the process of 
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packing a laptop computer into a box but had 
abandoned it. 

When police attended they found a can of 
chocolate-flavoured protein drink had been taken 
from the fridge during the break-in and partly 
drunk. Tests on the tin revealed a DNA link with 
Longden. 

A police dog was called to the scene and it was 
able to follow a trail from College Street into 
nearby Whiting Street where Longden was seen 
riding a mountain bike. Officers traced his 
movements using CCTV and arrested him shortly 
afterwards. 

Longden told officers that he had been recently 
living in a friend’s garden shed in Bury St 
Edmunds and often scavenged in waste skips and 
bins which was where he had found the stolen 
items that police found in his possession. 

When arrested, Longden claimed to be on his 
way to return the stolen wallet to the house in 
College Street, having found it. But, that was 
impossible, said Mr Pells, because the wallet only 
contained a US address for the owner. 

Longden had initially pleaded not guilty to the 
two burglary charges, but he changed his plea to 
guilty last month. Mitigating, Jude Durr said 
Longden believed that he had been victimised by 
the local police in recent months, and felt let down 
by the system after suffering childhood problems. 

Jailing Longden, Judge Neil McKittrick told 
him: “In part, you seem to have been the author of 
your own misfortune. I am quite satisfied that in 
this case only custody can be justified.” 

Longden was told that the 143 days he has spent 
in custody awaiting the hearing of the case will be 
deducted from his prison sentence.

Mia’s sunflower puts others in shade 


been given that work 
will start next week to 
complete the restoration 
of a pond area amid 
fears that lottery cash 
could be lost unless is is 
completed by the Nov¬ 
ember deadline. 

A National Lottery repres¬ 
entative was taken along to 
see progress in revamping the 
area around the newt pond at 
Castle Playing Fields, Hav¬ 
erhill, which won a £58,000 
People’s Millions cash award 
last October for a scheme to 
extend the pond, create fish¬ 
ing platforms, a wildlife area, 
new paths and an amphi¬ 
theatre. 

Last week, John England, 
chairman of the Parkway 
Community Association, 
which made the successful 
bid for the scheme, raised con¬ 
cerns at a meeting of the 
Haverhill Partnership that 
only £17,685 had been spent so 
far and that the remainder of 
the cash could be lost unless 
work was completed by the 
deadline. 

Park rangers and volun¬ 
teers had been willing to 
install the piers, but St Ed- 
mundsbury Borough Council 
said this work must be done 
by an outside contractor and 
so far no date had been fixed. 

Mr England said: “We just 
keep getting fobbed off and, at 
the end of the day, if we don’t 
get this work done by the end 
of November we could lose 
the rest of the money” 

Mr England said the lottery 
representative had been imp¬ 
ressed with the plan for the 
area. He added that he had 
also been told that work on 
the footpaths would begin on 
Monday and that the piers 
would be put in soon after¬ 
wards. 

He was now hopeful that 
work would be completed bef¬ 
ore the November deadline.

New wish list 
on the horizon 


AN AMBITIOUS £118 million 
wish list has been drawn up by 
Cambridgeshire Horizons in a 
bid to get the Government to 
splash the cash in the region. 

The body wants to spend the money 
improving roads - including temporary 
improvements to the A14, building a 
new Olympic gymnastics club and 
promoting greener travel. It also 
intends to pump millions into improv¬ 
ing areas of market towns around 
Cambridge. 

Around £5 million could also be spent 
upgrading Cambridge Railway Station, 
while nearly £24 million could be spent 
on the Northstowe development, 
including spending £5 million on a 
primary school for the town and £3 
million on renewable energy for homes 
there. 

The organisation, which is over¬ 
seeing the delivery of 47,500 homes in 
and around Cambridge, is planning to 
apply to the Government for cash to 
finance its wish list. 

Market towns including Huntingdon, 
St Neots and Cambourne would also get 
a £19 million boost if the plan gets the 
go-ahead. 

John Onslow, director of development 
at Cambridgeshire Horizons, said: “We 
are putting forward what we think is a 
realistic programme, and hopefully the 
Government will respond to that. 

“It won’t give us everything we ask 
for, but that’s the nature of the bus¬ 
iness.”

Part of the bid is a £31 million rolling 
fund to help pay for the Addenbrooke’s 
access road, interim measures on the 
A14 related to Northstowe, and an 
access road in Northstowe. 

Mr Onslow said: “We are looking to 
respond very much to the eco-agenda 
and see if we can put in place 
innovative schemes which address the 
carbon agenda, in particular things like 
renewable energy, and also try to attract 
businesses to the area which have a 
sustainable side to them and create a 
hub of activity around Northstowe.” 

The sewage treatment works in Ely 
could also receive a £1.5 million to help 
with its relocation, and a churches 
community centre could be created in 
Cambourne. 

Cambridgeshire Horizons might not 
secure all the funding it needs but it has 
pledged to work with local authorities 
to help prioritise spending. 

The broad package of funding was 
rubber- stamped at the Cambridgeshire 
Horizons’ board meeting on Monday. 
Some additional funding bids for North¬ 
stowe and the Cambridge fringe sites 
were also agreed. 

The overall bid will be submitted to 
the Government by the end of the 
month.

Support for fewer hours 


HAVERHILL town councillors are 
backing county-wide moves to reduce 
police station opening hours, despite 
protest from other towns. 

Newmarket’s mayor, Coun Bill Burch, has 
condemned the money-saving move, which also 
sparked protests in Mildenhall. But councillors 
in Haverhill will not oppose it. 

Gordon Mussett, town clerk, said members of 
the council believed the hours being provided 
for public surgeries by the police’s Safer 
Neighbourhood Teams would more than make 
up for the hours lost by not opening the police 
station in the evening. 

Mr Mussett said: “Members felt the hours

being given for the surgeries were longer than 
the hours being lost so there will probably be a 
greater police contact presence in the town than 
there is at the moment. Many reasons why 
people go to the police in the evening could take 
place in the day, so the reduction might be 
justified. 

“If people want to report incidents of crime 
they should dial 999. The more people use the 
999 system, when it is warranted, the more 
police we will get in the town. 

“People can still press the button on the wall 


and speak to incident control and, with radio 
pagers, they can speak to the beat bobby 
directly We want to see more police actually out 
on the streets.” 

Suffolk Police Authority is being asked to 
approve reductions which will see Haverhill 
station open between 10am-4pm on Sundays and 
9am-5pm for the rest of the week. 

The cuts are part of the authority’s plan to 
find 1.8 per cent efficiency savings in the 
current financial year. A report to the authority 
says police telephone operators have had to deal 
with angry callers who found police stations 
closed when they should have been open. 

In some instances they could see officers 
inside who would not answer the door.

Following on from the 
summer break, Haverhill and

A MAJOR public con¬ 
sultation has been 
launched on the future 
of NHS services in the 
region. 

Neil McKay, chief exec¬ 
utive of the East of England 
Strategic Health Authority 
(SHA), said 12 “pledges” 
made in the consultation doc¬ 
ument were “ambitious but 
deliverable” and insisted the 
initiative would have a real 
impact on health services. 

But critics were quick to 
open fire, accusing the SHA 
of spending taxpayers’ mon¬ 
ey on an “expensive PR 
exercise” when the money 
would have been better spent 
at the sharp end. 

The consultation, which 
has cost £15,000 so far, will see 
glossy brochures with 12 
draft pledges sent to 1,300 rep¬ 
resentatives from NHS organ¬ 
isations, trade unions, local 
authorities, volunteer organ¬ 
isations and patient forums. 

But Andrew Lansley, the 
shadow health secretary, said 
some of the pledges were 
“almost meaningless”. 

Another critic branded it 
“pie in the sky” and said the 
NHS was wasting money on 
endless consultations. 

The cash is being spent on 
the consultation despite the 
financial crisis which has 
crippled NHS organisations 
in recent years - Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Primary Care 
Trust (PCT) ended last year 
£52 million in debt. 

Despite the concerns, Mr

McKay insisted the consult¬ 
ation had real value, its 
pledges were affordable and 
would help to shape a 
brighter future for the NHS 
in the region. 

He said: “If people think 
these pledges are not prior¬ 
ities or not deliverable, we 
will listen. Yes, our ideas are 
ambitious, but we think they 
are reasonable and we think 
we will be able to deliver. 

“This year, the east of 
England received in excess of 
£7 billion of taxpayers’ 
money, and although we don’t 
know what the settlement 
will be next year or beyond, 
no doubt we will receive even 
more. There is enough mon¬ 
ey.” 

Mr Lansley, who is also MP 
for South Cambridgeshire, 
said: “If the SHA is serious 
about wanting to find out 
what the priorities for the 
NHS of the people of the east 
of England are, that is good. 

“But I would say that most 
of their pledges in the docu¬ 
ment seem to be those of the 
government central NHS 
targets and the rest are so 
vague as to be almost mean¬ 
ingless. 

“I also find it odd that at a 
time when there are reviews 
going on at several major 
hospitals in the region, which 
could impact directly on 
services to patients and local 


people, this issue is relegated 
to a footnote.” 

Mr McKay, responding to 
the criticism, said: “I really 
do think these pledges will 
make a massive difference, 
and although they reflect 
national priorities, many of 
them go further. 

“As far as service reconfig¬ 
uration goes, yes we are 
looking at that - and what¬ 
ever reconfiguration there is, 
these pledges will still apply” 

He continued: “Look at the 
pledge to improve life expect¬ 
ancy. There are parts of our 
region where poor commun¬ 
ities have a life expectancy 10 
years lower than their more 
prosperous neighbours. That 
is just immoral, in my 
opinion. 

“We are pledging to target 
resources into those comm¬ 
unities to deal with that prob¬ 
lem. We can’t just keep ask¬ 
ing for more money, we have 
to become more efficient.” 

Geoffrey Heathcock, Lib 
Dem spokesman on health 
and social care at Cambridge¬ 
shire County Council, 
lambasted the project, and 
said it was the latest in a 
string of costly consultations 
which looked good but 
achieved little. 

He said: “There was a 
pantomime to launch it to 
which the great and the good 
were invited - a lot of suits 
having an expensive jolly. 

“The danger is that this 
whole consultation is an 
expensive PR exercise, when 
what really matters to Mr 


and Mrs Public, the real acid 
test, is what actual benefits it 
will give us. 

“We’re being continually 
asked, ‘What do we think of 
this, what do we think of 
that?’ The public wants 
higher standards of care, 
particularly for the elderly 
who are getting a pretty 
rough deal at the moment. 

“They don’t want to be 
bombarded with consult¬ 
ations and visions and pie in 
the sky. 

“What people want is 
resources which are being 
directed to these glossy 
documents to be directed to 
where their taxes should be 
going, to providing good 
quality health services when 
they need them. 

“I believe they are fed up to 
the back teeth with this 
obsession with all this 
visionary stuff, which might 
look good on paper, but 
doesn’t necessarily lead to 
the delivery of the services 
we deserve.” 

Mr McKay responded: “He 
is the man who often comp¬ 
lains we don’t consult enough 
people about our plans. Here 
we are, consulting everyone 
in the east of England about 
what our priorities should be. 

“If he is saying he is not 
interested in being asked for 
his view, I don’t believe him.”

Council’s bid to protect POs 


SUFFOLK County Council is looking at 
ways it can help to keep Post Offices 
open. 

The council said concern about the 
uncertain future of the Post Office net¬ 
work prompted councillors to explore 
ways to protect the service. 

Earlier in the year, representatives 
from local businesses and the voluntary 
sector were invited to join councillors at 
a policy development panel meeting to 
consider the impact that post office 
closures will have on communities 
across the county 


The panel’s findings were presented 
to the cabinet who agreed that the 
county council should continue to work 
with its partners to forge a strategy to 
protect the service, especially in rural 
areas. 

Coun Jeremy Pembroke, leader of the 
county council said: “Post Offices, 
especially those linked to a local shop, 
are part of the fabric of local comm¬ 
unities providing access to basic 
essentials. 

“In many cases the local Post Office 
provides an important social, comm¬ 


unity and economic function and we 
need to work together to protect them 
against the continuing trend of 
closures, especially in deprived urban 
and isolated rural areas. 

“I was pleased to have the backing of 
the cabinet to take this important work 
forward.” 

The strategy developed by the panel 
set out a series of steps that can be 
taken to improve the viability of 
Suffolk’s Post Office network and reduce 
the impact of closures on rural and 
urban areas communities.

FROM the grimy 
backrooms of Watford 
pubs to touring America 
with some of their punk 
heroes, it’s been a crazy 
year for Gallows. 

The band have become the name 
on the lips of industry and music 
press tastemakers with their 
confrontational hardcore punk 
sound. It was a sound that got 
the Hertfordshire band noticed by 
organisers of the Warped Tour, 
the annual travelling punk festival 
that criss-crosses the US every 
summer. After landing a slot on 
the tour this year, the band 
suddenly found themselves on 
the receiving end of a £1 million 
record deal with Warner and 
realised a dream come true when 
they played at the Reading 
Festival.

■ Insulate your loft. 250ml is 
the recommended thickness.

BMW’s new ‘crossover’ vehicle will 
be called X6 and will go into 
production at the company’s North 
American plant next year. 

The company first announced it 
would go ahead with a versatile 
sports activity vehicle (SAV) two 
years ago. 

The result is this 4x4 crossover 
with a coupe - driven by a 
petrol/electric drivetrain not totally 
dissimilar to the Lexus hybrid 
technology. Management board 


chairman Norbert Reithofer said the 
X6 would lead BMW’s product 
initiative over the next two years.

‘Get eye tests 
for all drivers’ 


ROAD safety champion 
GEM Motoring Assist, 
formerly the Guild of 
Experienced Motorists, 
says that many people 
are driving with 
impaired visions 
because their eyesight 
has degraded over 
years behind the wheel. 

It claims that even the 
crude test of reading a car’s 
number plate at 20.5 metres 
at the start of the driving 
exam is inadequate. 

GEM says the driving test 
vision assessment only 
involves the very small part 
in the middle of the retina 
that is seeing the fine detail 
and is not concerned with 
peripheral vision that allows 
a driver to see a car 
overtaking or approaching 
from one side. 

“Being able to read a 
number plate at about the 
length of a cricket wicket is 
just not an adequate 
assessment,” said David 
Williams, Chief Executive of 
GEM. “The test is not 
conducted with any degree 
of sophistication or the use 
of accurate measuring 
devices. Why should people 
not have to produce evidence 
that their sight has been 


properly tested by an 
optician before they are 
granted a licence to drive? In 
many cases the employer 
will meet the cost of such a 
test.” 

Expert optometrist Peter 
Charlesworth agrees but he 
is also concerned about the 
significance of ageing or 
illness and their effect on 
eyesight. As an example he 
says if someone has a stroke 
that affects vision it causes 
everything on one side of the 
visual field to go out of sight. 

“A simple test is to waggle 
your hands at your ears and 
if you see them with your 
peripheral vision then 
everything is fine,” he said. 
“However, if you only see 
one hand it means you have 
a very large blind spot on 
one side.” 

He says that apart from 
strokes, some diseases of the 
eye such as glaucoma that 
creeps up over months and 
years will eat away at 
peripheral vision if left 
untreated.
